Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Herne  Bay  for  the  year  1967. 
This  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. - 

In  presenting  this  report,  I am  conscious  that  I have  so 
recently  received  the  torch  from  my  distinguished  and  greatly 
respected  forerunner,  Dr.  George  Brocklehurst  who  was  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  twenty-four  years.  It  -was  at 
once  apparent  on  taking  my  place  where  he  had  sot  that  he 
hod  created  amongst  you  a -warm  regard  for  the  office  and  a 
relationship  with  the  Members  through  his  wise  counsel  that 
has  been  most  beneficial  to  the  public  health  service  in 
Herne  Bay.  It  is  most  pleasant  to  take  over  a suzerainship 
where  working  relations  are  so  friendly  and  public  health 
affairs  are  so  well  managed. 

Vital  statistics 


The  Registrar  General  permitted  us  a population  increase 
of  100  over  the  previous  year,  admitting  a mid-year  total  of 
24,100.  A 9%  fall  in  the  births  balanced  by  an  11%  fall  in 
the  deaths  is  noted.  The  birth  rate  dropped  to  16.36  compared 
to  the  levels  of  18.6  and  18.8  of  the  previous  two  years.  The 
death  rate  returned  to  the  1965  level  of  11.4  standing  a fraction 
above  that  for  Ungland  and  1 ales.  The  infant  death  rate,  a 
fickle  figure  where  small  totals  are  involved,  rose  to  25 
compared  to  19.6  and  18.9  for  the  previous  two  years.  The 
perinatal  mortality  rate,  a fairly  realistic  measure  of  the 
standard  of  ante-natal  and  post-natal  core  showed  a rate  of 
28.4  compared  to  25.4  for  England  and  Wales , and  19.4  for  the 
year  1966;  but  again  one  must  warn  about  the  erratic  behaviour 
of  statistics  where  there  are  small  totals.  The  percentage  of 
newborn  outside  a legal  marriage  relationship  was  12.5. 

Infectious  Disease 


It  was  a measles  year  and  the  incidence  of  cases  was  the 
highest  since  1963  and  not  quite  so  high  as  in  that  epidemic 
year.  The  distribution  of  cases  over  childhood  showed  the 
greatest  concentration  in  the  immediately  pre-school  and  early 
school  years.  This  justifies  the  Ministry  of  Health  policy  of 
concentrating  the  measles  vaccination  programme  at  the  start 
on  the  four  to  seven  year  old  children  in  the  hope  of  severing 
the  infective  link  between  pre-school  and  school  populations 
in  order  to  abort  the  next  epidemic. 
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Thu  occurrence  of  a meningococcal  meningitis  death  reminds 
us  that  this  infection,  although  relatively  uncommon,  stalks 
amongst  us  still. 

Malignant  Disease 

The  deaths  from,  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  again  s how 
up  as  the  dominant  group  in  cancer  deaths  and  although  the  total 
of  35  is  two  less  than  for  1966,  there  is  an  ominous  shift  in  the 
increase  in  female  deaths  from  this  cause,  in  line  with  the 
change  in  female  smoking  habits  25  years  ago. 

Health  and  rocial  Services 


The  health  services  provided  by  Kent  County  Council  for  the 
town  are  set  out  in  the  report  in  detail.  Reiteration  of  my 
predecessor’s  comment  is  fully  justified,  and  I,  too,  must  refer 
to  the  good  work  carried  out  in  the  district  during  the  year  by 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the 
County  Council,  with  particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied 
duties  performed  by  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  District  Nurses, 
Children's  welfare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic  and 
H^me  Helpers,  etc.,  and  also  the  various  voluntary  organisations 
in  the  town  such  as  thj  V.R.V.S.,  Old  People's  ; elf a re  Committee, 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  rt.  John  .Ambulance  Association 
and  others.  These  workers  do  much  for  the  comfort  and  well- 
being of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  their  work  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  people  concerned. 

Water  Supply 

As  Mr.  Clark  indicates  in  his  report,  all  but  seven  of  the 
dwellings  in  the  Urban  District  receive  main  water  supply  and 
four  of  these  private  supplies  are  unsafe  to  drink  without  boiling 
or  other  treatment.  The  variations  in  the  chemical  nature  of  the 
water  supply  following  connection  and  introduction  of  the 
Thanington  Wells  supply  by  Canterbury  Water  Company,  with  only 
intermittent  use  of  the  Ford  Well  has  disturbed  the  inner  coating 
of  the  mains  and  Mr.  Clark  reports  troubles  arising  from  this. 

We  are  not  without  troubles  also  fr^m  external  attacks  on  the 
mains  by  the  nature  of  the  clay  soil. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  is  moderately  hard  around 
250  parts-  per  million  calcium  carbonate,  and  is  low  in  fluoride 
0.02  parts  per  million.  There  is  some  research  being  directed 
to  the  relationship  between  hardness  in  water  and  circulatory 
disease,  as  well  as  into  the  benefits  of  on  adequate  level  of 
fluoride  in  the  water  supply  in  preventing  calcification  of  the 
aorta.  So  perhaps  in  a few  years'  time  we  may  find  it  shown  to 
be  necessary  to  adjust  the  fluoride  level  in  waters  from  a chalk 
source  to  protect  the  middle  aged,  from  hardening  of  the  arteries, 
and  the  lion  shall  lie  down  with  the  larah  and  peace  shall  reign 
over  the  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council  is  following  out  a long  term  scheme  of  improved 
disposal  with  the  modernisation,  enlargement  and  development  of 
the  May  Street  orks  and  the  development  of  new  mains  to  serve  the 
western  area  of  the  Urban  District.  In  due  course  this  will  limit 
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disposal  to  tho  sea  to  storm  wotor  overflow.  The  Council  looked 
askance  at  tne  proposals  of  the  neighbouring  authority  and  will 
welcome  the  insistence  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  that  tho  long  sea  outfall  scheme  at  ’ hitstable  is  to 
be  carefully  checked  as  it  progresses  to  prevent  undesirable 
consequences . 


Housing 


The  development  of  wardened  flats  at  Redgates  for  the  elderly 
made  a valuable  contribution  to  the  services  for  the  welfare  of 
the  olderly  in  the  town.  This  progress  was  enhanced  by  the 
decision  to  appoint  a neighbourhood  warden  to  maintain  and 
promote  contact  with  the  lonely  elderly  in  their  own  homes,  both 
Council  flats  and  others.  Co-operating  with  voluntary  workers 
in  this  field  such  a warden  will  provide  a preventive  service  of 
great  benefit  to  the  elderly  isolated  person. 

May  I express  my  thanks  to  the  membors  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  acceptance  of  the  new  man,  and  the 
efficient  way  in  which  they  carry  out  their  duties;  to  Mr. 

Clark,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  colleagues  in  other 
departments;  and  to  the  medical  practitioners  practising  in 
the  town  for  their  friondly  support  and  willing  co-operation 
in  the  public  health  work.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  AR;'A 


Herne  Bay  is  a seaside  holiday  resort  on  the  northern 
coast  of  Kent,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  Estuary.  Bounded 
on  the  north  side  by  the  north  sea,  it  is  almost  surrounded  by 
the  villages  of  the  Bridge/Blean  Rural  District.  It  lies 
between  the  Whit stable  Urban  District  on  the  west,  and 
Birchington,  in  the  Borough  of  Margate,  on  the  east;  to  the 
south,  and  approximately  eight  miles  distant,  is  the  City 
of  Canterbury. 

The  town  is  a holiday  resort,  and  there  is  considerable 
seasonal  employment  in  catering  for  the  needs  of  visitors 
during  the  summer  months.  The  population  figure  is  then 
almost  double  that  of  the  winter  residential  population. 

There  is  a large  residential  area  in  the  Urban  District 
and,  as  the  town  is  within  easy  reach  of  London,  many  of  the 
inhabitants  travel  each  day  to  their  employment  in  the  City. 

The  town  has  grown  appreciably  during  recent  years.  This 
is  reflected  in  the  Registrar  General’  s mid-year  estimate. 

The  electrification  of  the  railway  system  has  attracted  many 
more  residents  and  visitors  to  the  town,  which  continues  to 
expand. 

In  addition  to  the  town’  s education  and  utility  services, 
(schools,  electricity,  gas,  water,  fire,  transport,  local 
government,  and  postal  services)  there  are  a number  of  pro- 
fessional and  commercial  establishments  and  light  industrial 
undertakings  which  provide  employment.  Agricultural 
employment  is  available  in  the  rural  area.  It  is  the  Council’ s 
policy  to  attract  suitable  light  industries  to  the  town  to 
establish  a more  balanced  community.  This  has  met  with  some 
success. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority  for 
the  Urban  District.  There  are  two  County  Primary,  two  C.E. 
and  Junior  Schools,  and  one  County  Secondary  School.  In 
addition,  there  is  an  independent  fee-paying  school.  Herne 
Bay  has  two  large  convalescent  homes  for  adults  and  several 
smaller  ones  for  children.  There  are  holiday  homes  and  home's 
for  old  people  and  the  chronic  sick.  The  Cripplecraft  Home 
provides  occupation  and  welfare  for  the  disabled.  Herne  Bay 
Memorial  Hospital  and  Herne  Hospital  employ  a number  of  nursing 
and  domestic  workers. 

Meteorology  ' ' 

The  Council  maintain  a meteorological  station  on  the  Sea 
Front  and  daily  weather  readings  are  transmitted  to  the  Air

The  Kent  County  Council  provide  a free  Nursing  Service 
and,  apart  from  cases  of  emergency  and  accident,  a patient 
may-  obtain  the  services  of  a home  nurse  if  requested  by  the 
medical  practitioner  in  attendance.  There  are  four  such 
nurses  in  this  district.

A comprehensive  service  is  available,  and  two  midwives 
are  employed.

Domestic  help  is  obtainable  for  the  sick;,  aged,  and 
infirm,  ana  in  cases  of  urgent  need;  the  scheme  is  operated 
from  the  Kent  County  Council’s  clinic  in  King’s  Road,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  District  Organiser,  Mrs.  A.  Kingston.

"Grcsvenor  House”,  Victoria  Park,  accommodates  22  children  betwe 
the  ages  of  3 and  15  years,  and  ''Beaumont  House”,  Beaumont 
Street,  has  accommodation  for  ten  children  of  the  same  age.

Public  Mortuary 

The  Council  own  an  up-to-date  mortuary  comprising  a post- 
mortem room  with  refrigeration  facilities  for  four  bodies,  also 
a pannelled  chapel  and  viewing  room,  which  has  independent 
access.  Records  are  kept  of  all  bodies  admitted  and  of  post- 
mortem examinations. 

The  7/hitstable  Urban  District  Council,  being  without  a 
satisfactory  mortuary,  approached  the  Herne  Bay  Council  with  a 
view  to  shoring  the  use  of  the  mortuary  at  Heme  Bay.  This  was 
agreed  and  has  continued  subject  to  financial  arrangements  on  a 
population  basis.  The  arrangement  operated  from  1st  April,  1961 

During  the  year  83  bodies  were  admitted  from  Heme  Bay  and 
38  from  Vh.it  stable . Upon  all  of  these,  post-mortem  examinations 
were  held. 

Schools 

There  is  one  independent  Day  School  in  the  Urban  District 
with  accommodation  for  some  310  children. 

In  addition,  there  are  2 County  Primary  and  Junior  cchools, 
2 C.E.  and  1 County  Secondary  School.  There  are  2,321  children 
attending  schools  in  Herne  Bay.  A recent  addition  is  the  attach 
ment  of  a day  school  for  partially  hearing  children  to  one  of 
the  existing  schools. 

Herne  C.E.  Primary  School 

During  the  year  work  commenced  upon  the  construction  of 
additional  classrooms  and  toilet  facilities.  In  addition  to  the 
enlarged  premises,  an  excellent  school  meals  kitchen  has  been 
included  in  the  scheme.  Previously  meals  were  cooked  at  the 
King's  Road  central  kitchen  and  transported  to  Herne  School 
for  serving. 

Hampton  C.P,  and  Hillborough  C.E.  Schools 

There  are  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  these  schools  by  the 
addition  of  classrooms  and  additional  toilet  facilities.  Work 
should  commence  early  in  1968.

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis:  Care  and  Axter-Care 


A scheme  is  operated  jointly  by  the  Kent  County  Council  and 
the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Service  for  the  provision  of  care  and 
after-care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Through 
this  scheme  arrangements  are  made,  where  necessary,  for 
assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various  ways,  viz.  the  provision  of 
shelters;  extra  meat  and  milk,  the  provision  of  beds,  bedding 
and  clothing. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to  the  patients. 

JVhere  there  is  need,  help  is  given  in  housing  problems,  and 
assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admission  of  patients  to 
holiday  homes  is  arranged;  in  the  case  of  employment,  endeavours 
are  made  to  find  suitable  posts  for  patients  who  are  fit  for  work 
and  'materials  are  provided  for  recreational  therapy.
